TO HIS EXCELLENCY GEOEGE WILLIAM FEEDERICK, EARL OF CLARENDON, LORD 
LIEUTENANT GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 

My Lord, 



Regarding tlie instructions of your ExceUency on tbe subject of 
the attendance of the Students of Queen's College, Belfast, on their religious 
duties, communicated to me by a letter of Mr. Bedington, dated the 18th of 
February last, I have tlie honor of reporting that, before the receipt of the 
letter of the Uuder-Secretary, I had taken the necessary steps, in accordance 
with the statutes of the College, for affording to each Dean appointed by your 
ExceUcncy, the spiritual supervision of the Students residing in the licensed 
Boarding-houses. 

«. Your Excellency having considered this important subject in all its bear, 
iiigs, and having, tluough Mr. Bedington, expressed your desire that an oppor- 
tnuity should bo afforded oven to the Students who reside witli their parents 
or guardians, or with friends approved of by those parents or guardians, of 
attuiiaing on tlio religious instructions of the Deans of their respective deno. 
miuatiims, I took care to make your Excellency's wishes known both to the 
Bov. Dr. Cooke and Dr. Mmphy, and to the Students at a general meeting 
called by me for the purpose. 

11. I have now the gratification of acquainting your Excellency with the 
satisfactory result which has attended this extension of privilege. 

•1. A coiisidcrahlo number (indeed almost all) of the Students who are under 
jiareutal govornraent, and who regularly wait on the ministrations of their own 
Chirgymcii, have availed ^hcmselves of the opportunity of attending the stated 
I.i!(;turcs of tlie Reverend Deans, and have not hesitated to unite with the 
iStiulonts of tlio licensed Boarding-houses in the religious instructions at which 
it is the prescribed duty of the latter to be present. 

.'5. In giving effect to your Excellency’s desires, I was careful to observe tlie 
(liriKitionH issued to me by your Excellency, that parental authority and the 
rights of jiarticulur Ministers and Congregations should not be infringed on ; 
jinil I am certain that the absence of all coercion, in a matter so sacred and yet 
so (.'sscutial, has produced the best possible results.

6. The Students of the licensed Boarding-houses are, by statute, brought 
■under strict lehgious supervision. On the part of the other Students, a gene- 
ral desire is now voluntarily expressed, and practically carried out, to participate 
to the fuU in the advantages enjoyed by their fellow-students of the licensed 
Boarding-houses., 

7. I have remarked, with satisfaction, that the Deans of Kesidenoes prescribe 
portions of reading and subjects of an exegetical nature for composition, to 
which the young men can appropriately, and with great advantage, attend, on 
(he Lor^s Day&, during their hours of retirement from Divine Worship. If I 
may speak as a clergyman and a father, having a son who voluntarily en- 
gages in these exercises, I regard this arrangement as highly important and 
henejiciah 

8. On the whole, I am warranted in saying that under the instructions and 
arrangements of your Excellency, I have been enabled to combine a perfect 
observance of the rights of conscience with strict and effectual religious 
supervision.

TO HIS EXCELLENCY GEORGE WILLIAM FREDERICK, EARL OF CLARENDON, LORD- 
LIEUTENANT GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 

My Loed, 

I beg to acknowledge tlie receipt of Sir Thomas Redin^on’s letter^ 
expressing your Excellency’s deep anxiety that every possible meaits should be 
taken to give the greatest effect to the provisions for securing moral and 
religious discipline among the Students of the Queen’s College in Cork, and 
conveying your Excellency’s desire to be inforaied as to the arrangements made 
by the several Deans of Residences, for supervising discipline, and affording 
religious instruction to tire Students of the Boarding-houses. 

I have now tlie honor to report, that since the opening of the College ia 
Coik, tlic several Deans of Residences, of the Roman Catholic, the Estab- 
iishcd, and the Presbyterian Churches respectively, have been occupied in 
zealous and effective discharge of tiie impoitant duties of their offices. During 
tlie earlier portion of the Session, these duties were limited to tlie supervision 
of the moral conduct and religious observances of tlie Students of their 
respective creeds, resident in licensed Boarding-houses ; and the conduct of the 
young men in those respects was reported to me, by tlie several Deans, to be 
most excellent and creditable. During the last Term the Deans of Residences 
have been, however, further occupied witli the delivery of special courses of 
religious instruction, which, acting on your Excellency’s suggestion, I requested 
those officers to prepare. The delivery of tliese courses of religious instruction, 
althdugh devolving upon the respective Deans very considerable mental labour, 
and occupying much time, has been carried on without interruption weekly, to 
tlie end of the Session; and altliough attendance was not declared compulsory 
on any but the Students resident in licensed Boarding-houses, yet my recom- 
mendation to the general body of Students to attend the Lectures delivered by 
the Deans of Residences of their respective Churches,, was almost universally 
complied with; and these reverend Gentlemen have expressed to me the sa- 
tisfaction they derived from finding how fully their zeal and labours were appre- 
ciated and reciprocated by tlieir Classes. 

3. Those religious instiuctions were delivered in localities in the vicinity of 
the College, selected as convenient for the Deans and Students., The very 
different numbers of Students of the several Churches influenced the arrange- 
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merits, as the large majority being Roman Catholic rendered the duties of the 
llev. Mr. O'Connor necessarily more onerous and responsible than in the other 
cases. 

4. I beg finally to repoi't to your Excellency tlic admirable conduct and good 
feeling of the Students during the past Session ; and the several Deans of 
Residences have communicated to me the satisfaction they derived from 
obsei*ving the cordial harmony which existed among the young men of their 
respective classes, in Collegiate intercourse, whilst their attention to their 
several religious duties was full and satisfactory.

Sir, 

I hiul the honor to receive your letter of the 13th of last February, 
stating the wish of tho Lord Lieutenant, to know what means had been, adopted 
at tho Queen’s College, Galway, for providing religious instruction for those 
Students who reside with their parents and guardians, and who do not fall 
under that complete religious supervision which is given to the Deans of 
Uosidcnccs over those Students who reside in the licensed Boarding-houses. 

2. I have to apologize for not sooner replying to your letter ; but I considered 
that I should more completely meet his Excellency’s wishes, by postponing my 
answer until I could give a more accurate statement, not only of the measures 
wo have adopted, but of tlie manner in which they work. 

3. V(iry soon after the opening of the Galway College, in November last, it 
api.i(!arod to us advisable that some arrangement should be made to provide 
religious instruction for those Students who reside with persons to whom they 
wore consigned by their parents, particularly as this class comprised a large 
mimb(,‘.r of tho Students, Boarding-houses of sufficient respectability, and 
Buffidicntly moderate prices, not having been yet established. Before the end 
of the fii-st Term in December, we had arranged with the Deans of Residences 
to give religious instruction, on one day in the week, to all the Students, 
whether resident in Boarding-houses or not; and at the commencement of the 
scijond Session, the President announced the arrangements to the Students, 
and urged thorn by all the means in his power to avail themselves of them. 

i. I am glad to inform you, that the wishes of the President and tlie Council 
have been fully responded to by the Students of every persuasion ; and I cannot 
blitter explain the satisfaeto.ry maimer in which the system works, than by 
laying boforo his l^xcollency the letters which I have received from the Deans 
of Ibisidcricos of the several persuasions, reporting on the manner in which the 
Students have attended tlicir religious teaching, and have conducted themselves 
gem;rally.
